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by Rick Boychuk 
"Canadian students werre 
echoing the cries of their 
colleagues in the US" during 
the 1960s and "most student 
radicals were following well- 
worn paths." That waS the 
as&essment of McGlll student 
activity offered by Dr. H. Rocke 
Robertson in a James McGill 
Society address last night. 

Robertson, McGill principal 
from 1962-70, said he had 
"respect for the real reformers" 
as opposed to the demagogues 
who attempted to wrestle for 
control of the Students' Society 
and the Daily during his tenure. 
He said the activities of sincere 
activists were "honest at- 
tempts to slow the headlong 
jsh of the technological 

The former principal's 
speech was a chronology of the 
'60s at McGill. He described the 
changes with the sympathetic 
yet jaundiced view of a par- 
ticipant. 



His tribulations began, he 
said, in October 1965 when he 
first read "the Students for a 
Democratic Society (SDS) 
manifesto!' The SDS, an 
American student group 
dedicated to violence to 
promote change, had an in- 
fluence on McGill radicals, 
particularly in terms of tactics, 
said Robertson. 

He went on to describe the 
demonstrations, bomb threats, 
and occupations that plagued 
McGill during this period. He 
related the events leading up to 
the occupation of his office in 
late 1967 by student radicals, 
and their subsequent removal 
by two "burly policemen:' 

The situation peaked in 1967, 
and in the years following there 
were "no acts of violence" 
although sporadic strikes and 
class disruptions continued: 
The climax occurred on 
November 3, 1967 with the 
publication In the' Daily of an 
article reprinted from The 
Realist claiming President 
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Johnson was a necrophillac. 
Robertson charged the editor 
of the Daily and two other 
students with obscene libel for 
which they were reprimanded. 
The issue forced a con-e, 
frontation between student| 
radicals and the admlnistration-g 
and ended with students at-o 
tempting to storm the 
ministration building 
came perilously close," saido 
Robertson. ■§ 

The former principal had "nog 
sympathy for the strategy or« 
the tactics" of the radicals, 
although he agreed their 
demafnds for an improved 
teaching staff were legitimate. 

Robertson , concluded by 
attempting to put the 1960s into 
historical perspective. 
"Toynbee considers regi- 
mentation repugnant to man . 
and therefore 'the primary 
cause of unrest'. Feeling 
caught up in the machine of 
technological advance is 
alienating and the time felt 
right for change," he said.

unemployment, illiteracy, 
hunger and a lack of health 
care facilities: A Nlcaraguan 
exhibit in the Union suggests 
that the overthrow of General 
Somoza, the Country's dictator, 
will remedy many of these His. 

Human rights are constantly 
violated by the Somoza regime 
according to organizers of the 
display. Although there Is* a 
legislative assembly it is a 
puppet of Somoza. Somoza's 
"Liberal Party" Is supported by 
an army which has doubled in 
size In the past few years. 
However charts at the exhibit 
show it has no other solid 
support. Poor rural workers, 
wealthy businessmen and the 
established church all want 
change. 

The Nlcaraguan students, 
who would not give their names 
for fear of retaliation, say 
people are tired of grim scenes 
such as those on display In 
Room 107 of the Union: city 
streets on fire, children playing 
with firearms and bodies lying 
lifelessly on the ground are a 
result of almost daily guerrilla- 
government fights. 

For the most part it is the 
poorer workers who have 
turned to bloodshed to try and 
depose the Somoza regime. 



Other Nicaraguans are seeking 
by help through political channels. 



National organizations such as 
the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Nlcaraguan Institute of 
Development and the Chamber 
of Industry have given much 
support to anti-Somoza parties. 
As well, Nicaraguans have 
been helped out by the Red 
Cross. 

Somoza's regime has had 
major effects on the country's 
economy. The lack of a middle 
class has prevented the 
economy from prospering and 
developing. The business 
sector opposes Somoza's 
restrictions on growth and 
development and many feel 
that uncertainty over the 
country's future has stilled 
development and discouraged 
foreign investment. 

New tax laws introduced this 
August have hurt the country's 
currency and accelerated In- 
flation. Somoza's private 
business ventures are among 
the few which continue to profit. 

Aside from political com- 
mentary the Nlcaraguan 
display also features cultural 
material. Handicrafts are being 
shown and there are several 
Nlcaraguan students on hand 
to talk to. Today is the last day 
of the display.

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Legal Briefs Watergate con reborn 



There is a large amount of controversy about whether drugs have 
harmful physical and psychological side effects. There Is no 
doubt, however, about their harmful legal side effects. 
The most common criminal charges resultlng from drugs are: 

(1) possession 

(2) possession with intent to traffic 

(3) trafficking 

(4) importing and exporting. 
Possession of any narcotic is illegal unless It Is authorized by 

the Narcotic Control Act or the Food and Drug Act. 

Caught In the act 
If you are picked up on a charge of simple possession, the 
Crown must prove that the drug Is illegal, that you knew It was 
around and that you had it in your possession or you consented to 
It being held by someone else. The important question here will be 
whether'or not you have any control over the drug. Therefore, if a 
few friends are sitting around your apartment smoking a joint and 
even if you aren't,- you may still be liable to a charge of possession 
because you had physical control of the drug, i.e. it was in your 
apartment and your presence implied consent to possession oi 
the joint by your friends. 
^ Punishment 

For a first offence of possession, the Crown will generally _ 
proceed by summary conviction which may mean a fine of up to s 
$1000 or Imprisonment forslx months orboth. 
. The penalties for a subsequent offence are greater and if you 
are convicted on indictment, you may be imprisoned for up to 
seven years. The penalty that will be levied will vary depending on 
the type and quantity of the drug, your attitude, behaviour and 
record. 

There are a number of options open to a judge when someone is 
charged with possession. The judge may grant an absolute 
discharge and even though you are found guilty of the offence no 
punishment Is given. This Is rare and a conditional discharge will 
more likely be granted. 

Here the judge will set a time period during which you must not 
be picked up again and If you are not, you will not be fined or 
punished. The judge may also decide to levy a fine or to sentence 
you, although a jail sentence is rare for a first of fence. 

Possession with Intent to traffic 

Generally you will be charged with possession with Intent to 
traffic if you are found In possession of an unusually large 
quantity of an illegal drug (an amount larger than would be 
required for personal use) and where the drug Is packaged or 
accompanied by a measuring device. The police have only to 
prove that you were in possession. If this Is done then the burden . 
will be on you to prove that you did not intend to traffic in the drug. 

Trafficking 

It Is illegal to traffic in a narcotic or in any substance described 
in the act as a narcotic. Unter the Narcotic Control Act, trafficking 
includes the making, giving, lending, selling and transporting or 
delivering of any narcotic. For example, if you light up a joint and 
pass it around, you aretrafficklng; giving Is trafficking. If a dealer 
gives you some grass to bring to your friend you are also traf- 
ficking; dellveringJs trafficking. 

unce tne crown has proven that you held out a substance to be 
a narcotic, then they may convict you even if the substance is not 
illegal at all. 

Trafficking and possession for the purpose of trafficking are 
indictable offences and the penalty for them Is imprisonment 
which can last as long as life. 

Importing and exporting of narcotics 
It Is illegal to import or export from Canada any narcotic, it is an 
indictable offence and any person who commits it may be im- 
prisoned for life. The minimum penalty is not less than seven 
years.

us to do our part by making the 
film." 

Colson should have listened 
to the smart money. Born 
Again is perhaps the shallow- 
est piece of fluff to be released 
since Gldget Goes to College. 

Primarily based on Colson's 
autobiography, the movie 
covers the saga of Colson's 
political downfall, spiritual re- 
birth, and imprisonment for 
disseminating false informa- 
tion before the trial of Daniel 
Ellsberg. Unfortunately, the 
film falls to provide an accurate 
picture of Watergate. As well, it 
offers a largely inaccurate view 
of America during the Nixon 
era. 

The film attempts to provide 
a glimpse of the events in the 
Nixon White House, circa 1969. 

In doing so, director Irving 
Rapper focuses his camera on a 
group of anti-Nixon demonstra- 
tors protesting angrily outside 
the White House. No mention 
is made of the reason for the 
group's protests, nor that this 
event played a substantial part 
in Daniel Ellsberg's decision to 
leak the Pentagon Papers. 

For some reason, the film 
totally ignores the role played

by Colson and the rest of the 
White House staff in ordering 
the secret bombing of Cambo- 
dia. Instead, we are treated to 
an all too brief scene of Nixon 
telling Colson, Henry Kissin- 
ger, H.R. Haldeman, and John 
Ehrlichman that "one day we'll 
get them on the floor where we 
want them. And we'll step on 
them hard, and twist— right 
Chuck?" 

Unfortunately, the film, un- 
like the book, never gets 
around to the fact that by 
referring to "them" Nixon was 
In fact referring to the press, 
anti-war demonstrators, Demo- 
cratic senators, and in general, 
to anybody who stood In their 
way. The film therefore omits 
one of the crucial points in 
Colson's book; namely, that 
Colson's conversion came 
about, largely because of the 
emptiness he felt as a result of 
the subversion of the democra- 
tic process under the Nixon 
Regime. 

The film also fails to provide 
any in-depth attempts at char- 
acterizing the Watergate anta- 
gonists. It does, however, 
manage to portray both the 
American judiciary, as well as 
- the American media, as power 
hungry, headline-scavenging 
monsters ' interested only In 
their own reputations. 

As a Watergate chronicle, 
then, the film is a near- 
completê failure. However, 
Born Again does have several 
mitigating features. Its cover- 
age of Colson's prison life Is 
uniformly excellent, and, in

One very notable similarity among occult sciences, exorcism, 
medltational religions, astrology and ultra-left politics Is that they 
claim to hold a monopoly on truth. 

The adoption of totalitarian Ideals by Marxist-Leninists, Maoists 
and Communists coincided with the fall from prominence of 
Christian theology. The exploitative opportunism demonstrated by 
these groups In their quest fora substitute theology at the turn of 
the century parallels the alms of the marauding capitalists they 
denounce. 

McGIII bears the burden of putting up with three of these 
dogmatic organizations: the Canadian Communist League (CCL), 
the Canadian Communist Party (Marxist-Leninist) (CPC(M-L), and a 
groupuscule of Maoists. 

Their viewpoints diverge when It comes to deciding which 
socialist country scrupulously upholds workers' rights rather than 
betraying the cause of proletarian revolt. The only common ob- 
jective shared by these" mini-hordes Is that the pragmatic Left 
must be eliminated In order to create Ideal circumstances for their 
"revolution!' By driving the conservative Right to fascism, they 
claim a "puritan-Left" will win In any struggle. 

Throughout McGIII's long history the "enigmatic evangelists" 
have been implicated In many dimensions of campus politics. As a 
tradition, the -ultra-Leftists have also hindered genuine reform 
movements Inside Roddick gates. In the volatile '60s their ob- 
streperous methods often hampered and delayed mass student 
efforts to gain representation on bodies such as the Senate. 
Today, their Intrusion into government lobbying committees and 
action groups repels many potential student activists. 

Many campus societies such as the Dally lost considerable 
credibility when CCLers or CPC(M-L)ers controlled them. Most 
have since regained respect but only after they were despised by 
the entire student body for focusing on workers' upheavals in 
Albania rather than educational issues. 

Their claims to hold , the ' absolute truth made many 
organizations Into closed cliques, and many potential student 
militants were turned off student militancy. Ironically, the leftist 
extremists must be held responsible for much of the present day 
apathy on campus. 

Many observers, have sought to explain why the campus left 
appears so repulsive as they spout rhetorical slogans ip the Union 
centre meetings. It may not be entirely precise today, but it was 
. well known In the '60s that many of McGIII's leftist clans were 
Infiltrated by CIA and RCMP agents. 

. The CIA spies were mainly here to inform on Vietnam war 
dissidents and draft-dodgers. There is even some speculation that 
police agents played a role in the firing of Dally editor Sandy Gage 
in 1966 over the paper's anti-Vietnam war stance. In any case, their 
role was primarily one of "agent-provocateur". The promotion of 
confrontations, even violent ones, was their part In the campaign 
to discredit Leftist sentiment. 

A top Canadian Communist organizer recently remarked that 
excessive amounts of their time- is spent (by members) trying to 
prevent police Infiltration. The Keable and Macdonald Inquiries 
into RCMP activities proved that "Red baiting" was still a com 
mon pursuit of Canada's national forces. 

Above all of the hysterical mysticism surrounding 
campus politics one apt conclusion seems to apply to 
home-bred enigmas. 

In their "valiant efforts" to bring about social change their 
recalcitrant attitude has driven legitiamte campus reform 
movements from embryonic success to a state of putrescence.

Otto opts for référendums and mob rule

The Minister of Justice has 
become a cautious man. Otto 
Lang's statements to McGill 

law students Friday were as 
carefully structured as a 
Chinese puzzle box: the result, I 
suspect, of maltreatment 
suffered at the hands of the 
press and respect for the 
audience he was addressing. 
All those -formidable legal 

minds. s „ 

After hearing him speak, the 
mystery of -why Trudeau has 
not eased him out of the 
cabinet ' dissipates. Lang, in 
private life a law professor, 
approaches Issues from a legal 
perspective and lacks no con- 
viction In his conclusions. Both 
are virtues (habits) that one 
tends to associate with Tru- 
deau.

Hang 'em high? 

Lang was asked to explain 
the recent media blowout that 
followed his suggestion to hold 
a referendum on hanging. He 
prefaced his reply with the 
assurance that If, at the end of 
the argument, he had not con- 
vinced us of the logic of his 
proposal, it would be only 
because he had not argued long' 
enough. 

Indeed his reasoning was 
unassailable. Lang waded into 
the argument speaking of 
dichotomies dividing public 
opinion and parliamentary con- 
sensus. He emerged with the 
referendum solution. 

The objection to référendums 

..... . 

that informed persons are 
currently voicing Is the method 
by which voters arrive at re- 
ferendum opinions. That is, 
usually no method at all or 
voting by emotional appeal. 
Hence the preference for deci- 
sions taken by elected officials 
after critical and informed 
debate. 

Lang dismisses all this with 
another clever bit of reasoning. 
He claims he cannot recall an 
issue on which he thought 
public opinion profoundly 
wrong. The logic of precedent, 
one can assume. 

I can think of at least one 
issue on which Mr. Lang (as a 
professed abolitionist) and I 
feel the public Is profoundly 
wrong: capital punishment. In 
fact, I can even think of a 
second issue on which I would 
wager Lang, as a" government 
minister, disagrees with public ; 
opinion: California's Proposi- 
tion 13. 

But at stake here is the larger 



Issue of sovereignty within our 
political system. A recent anal- 
ysis of Trudeau's constitutional 
proposals suggests this ques- 
tion has been avoided. 

Are we seeking parliamentary 
sovereignty, or popular 
sovereignty, and which do we 
wish to entrench In the new 
constitution? Popular 
sovereignty means extensive 
use of référendums in deciding 
national issues. Parliamentary 
.sovereignty means electing 
politicians to make decisions 
for us. 

In the latter system citizens 
retain the right to vote their 
elected decision-maker out of 
office if they disagree with the 
position he/she has assumed. 
In the former there is no 
recourse. 

Parliamentary sovereignty 
means politicians assert them- 
selves (something they are 
generally loath to do) or seek 
compromise. Many truly great 
political solutions have first 
emerged troddlng the neutral 
ground of compromise. 

Popular sovereignty means 
politicians passing the buck to 
voters very time they feel 
confronted with a potentially 
volatile Issue. Opting for this 
system means every Canadian 
voter must share the work of 
our elected officials. 

This is not to denigrate the 
notion that citizens should be 
well Informed about issues of 
the day. It is just that if we are 
going to share the work I think 
a good case can be made for 
sharing wages as well. Maybe 
the Trudeau government has a 
least found a solution to the 
unemployment problem. 



Although the present govern- 
ment has not expressed a 
preference for either system, 
the trial balloons have gone up. 

Was Lang's suggestion for a 
referendum on hanging really a 
gaffe or was it calculated to 
gauge public opinion? In Fri- 
day's speech Lang Indicated 
the need for a 'fallback posi- 
tion' In seeking constitutional 
change. At present, consent of 
alt eleven governments Is need- 
ed to effect most alterations to 



the constitution. Considering 
the opposition the provincial 
premiers have expressed 
toward Trudeau's constitu- 
tional proposals It is clear what 
Lang's motives are for pro- 
moting alternatives to the ratifi- 
cation process. 

Lang's 'fallback position' is 
nothing more than a referen- 
dum based on majority appro- 
val in each region. In football 
this is known as an end run. 
Popular sovereignty has one 



more attractive feature for the 
Trudeau government, or any 
federal government for that 
matter. The average citizen Is 
far easier to sway, through the 
use of mass media, than Is a 
well-informed member of the 
opposition. 

If Trudeau opts for the 
populist route perhaps the first 
referendum should be to decide 
whether voters get paid for their 
efforts. You could make book 
on the outcome of that one. 



Justice Minister: 

Provinces getting deal

The federal government main- 
tains the provinces do not "lack 
powers" and that any changes 
in the distribution of power 
should not be one-sided. 

Minister of Justice Otto Lang 
explained the main features of 
the government's proposed 
amendments to the federal 
constitution at McGill Friday. 

Lang said Bill C-60 does not 
deal with the separation of 
powers because this requires a 
certain degree of consensus 
which would be easier to reach 
at a conference. 

"We rewrote the constitution 
as it should be written today, 
leaving aside things we cannot 
touch."' : 

The minister described the 
bill, particularly the reforms to 
the Supreme Court and the 
Senate. He emphasized that, 
legally speaking, Ottawa could 



act unilaterally In these areas 
but is not likely to do so. 
Ottawa would prefer to get the 
consent of the provinces, he 
said. "If the majority cannot 
amend the constitution, the 
minority controls." 

The role of the monarch In 
the new Canada would not 
change in practice. According 
to Lang, the new constitution 
would simply continue the 
present rote of the Queen. 

Lang became more animated 
when forced to explain his 
recent statements on capital 
punishment. Although an abo- 
litionist, he feels the decision 
to abolish capital punishment 
does not reflect the will of the 
people. 

"Since capital punishment 
has been abolished, all the 
abolitionists are gone. They 
have left the field to the 
retentionlsts." 



Lang supports the holding of 
a referendum on the issue, even 
If he doesn't "generally believe 
In that tool." 

A few minutes earlier, the 
minister had suggested using 
référendums in the constitu- 
tional amendment process. 

An Indian from Caughna- 

waga expressed his concern 
that the proposed constitution 
does not guarantee any special 
statutes to the Indian com- 
munity. 

Lang replied Bill C-60 didn't 
purport to affect anything and 
that the situation of the native 
peoples would be "left for 
later." 

The Indian later told the Dally 
that remarks made by the 
minister were in fact equal to 
saying that he wanted to eli- 
minate the present provisions 
that give native peoples special 
status. 





Bishop's KOs 
Redmen 2944

In a game that was neither 
exciting nor well-played, the 
Bishop's Gaiters thumped the 
Redmen once again by a score 
of 29-14. 

Though McGill went into the 
affair without a healthy 
quarterback, this is by no 
means an appropriate ex- 
planation for the disappointing 
performance by an experienced 
and talent-laden squad. 

In a slow-paced first half, the 
Redmen managed to ground 
out a touchdown thanks to 
some smart running by Steve 
Geoghegan and Marc Lacelle. 
Bishop's answered back with a 
25-yard TD pass to Bruce Galr, 
giving the Gaiters momentum 
which carried into the second 
half. 

If the Redmen believed that 
the unorthodox attack of the 
Gaiters would continue to 
contribute to the lethargic pace 
of the game, they were In for a 
big surprise. 

Dave Thornhlll ran back the 
opening kickoff of the second 
half 65 yards to the McGill 45. 
The play was a significant one 
as it determined the respective 
field positions that would lean 
so heavily in the visitors' favour 
during the last two quarters. 

Field position has been a 
direct factor in all five Redmen 
outings. Against UQTR, Con U., 
and Carleton, McGill played 
almost exclusively in op- 
position territory. 

In the losses to Queen's and 
Bishop's, McGill failed to 
realize this advantage. The final 
scores provide an accurate 
measurement. 

Although there are several 
factors that contribute to the 
determination of field position, 
the Redmen's inferiority on 
special teams was the 
dominant one on Saturday. 
Statistics provide the evidence. 
Exhibit' 1: McGill returned four 
kickoffs for 39 yards. Bishop's 
returned five for 155. 
Exhibit 2: McGill returned six 
punts for 25 yards. Bishop's 
returned eight for 50. 
"Our special teams played

poorly," Coach Baillie ' said 
after the game. "It certainly 
was a major factor." 

Pinned on their own one yard 
line, Redmen quarterback Vic 
Pywowarczuk, who entered the 
game in the second half 
despite his leg Injury, threw an 
errant pass which was In- 
tercepted and run back for a 
touchdown by Bishop's Larry 
Ring. 

This play tranquillzed the 
McGill attack, though the 
defence had kept them in the 
game Up to this point. 

Bishop's had little success 
running, but found McGill more 
vulnerable to the pass. Quar- 
terbacks Peter Knee and Dave 
Jardin completed 13 of 18 
passes for 72 percent, an Im- 
pressive performance in any 
league. 

A handsome reverse play, not 
unexpected from the creative 
piaybook of Bishop's Head 
Coach Bruce Coulter, iced the 
decision for Bishop's. Wide 
receiver Bruce Gair ran the ball 
for 25 yards and his second TD 
of the afternoon, giving the 
Gaiters a comfortable 26-7 lead 
with only one quarter left to 
play. 

McGill did respond with an 
option TD pass from Tom 
Barbeau to Kelr Cutler, but not 
one of the 1100 or so in at- 
tendance at Molson Stadium 
believed that a McGill 
comeback was In the offing. 

Though Coach Baillie could 
not ignore the effect of several 
Injuries, he did not hesitate to - 
point out deficiencies in other- 
areas of the Redmen's efforts. 

"They (Bishop's) wanted it 
more than we did," said Baillie. 
"They blocked and tackled 
better than we did." 

McGill must win in Ottawa 
Friday night to be certain of 
participation in post-season 
play. This is an unfortunate 
state of affairs for a team as 
potentially strong as the 
Redmen. We know they are 
playoff material on paper. 
Friday's game will determine If 
they can translate this to the 
turf.

Because of too many turnovers 
and the Redmen's inablity to 
mount a passing game, McGill 
was soundly defeated by the 
Bishop's Gaiters. 

Turnovers kill any team 
because they allow the op- 
ponents new opportunities for 
scoring. In Saturday's game, 
the Gaiters took full advantage 
of McGill's miscues. 

The game's scoring drives 
demonstrate that turnovers 
were the. spark plugs. In the 
first quarter, Sam Rapp picked 
off a Gaiter pass and returned it 
to the Bishop's 47. The Redmen 
then carried the ball downfleld 
and with the help of an op- 
position penalty, managed to 
get the first six points of the 
contest. 

In the second quarter, 
McGill's Dennis Wade in- 
tercepted a Bishop's pass and

40. But the Redmen, who were 
starting without either regular 
quarterback, then went to a 
running game, which proved to 
be ineffective against the fired- 
up Gaiter defence. 

In the "second half, Tom 
Barbeau, who Is evidently a 
back and not a quarterback, 
was replaced by still-injured Vic 
Pywowarczuk, their number- 
one thrower. 

Vic was forced to throw from 
his own end zone. Because of 
the injury, he used the shotgun 
formation which resulted .In 
Gaiter defenders playing back 
in' anticipation of the pass. 
Larry Ring of Bishop's picked 
off the pass and returned it 25 
yards for a TD. 

Minutes later, a bad snap by 
the McGill center resulted in a 
two point safety for Bishop's. 
By this time Bishop's was 
ahead 16 to 7 with nine points 
contributed by Redmen errors. 

Larry Ring added one more 
pick-off to his game total late in 



the third quarter. The Gaiters 
began on their own forty. The 
drive was ineffective but it did 
pin McGill deep in Its own 
territory. Bishop's took ad- 
vantage when McGill was 
forced to punt deep from its 
own territory, thus giving good 
field position to the diversified 
Gaiter offence. Ring's pick-off 
had come just at the right time 
and moment. The end of the 
third quarter saw Bishop's up 
29 to 7 and by this time it was 
evident that turnovers had 
taken their toll on a tired 
Redmen defence. 

One can look back at the 
second quarter and criticize the 
Redmen for not taking ad- 
vantage of two Gaiter tur- 
novers. There was Phil Bat- 
taglia's fumble recovery which 
gave the Redmen possession 
on the Bishop's 52. And Dennis 
Waide gave McGill a good 
position by picking off a 
Bishop's pass and returning it 
to the Gaitor 40. But, of course, 
McGill was without a full-time 
quarterback. 

"The final score was 28-14

afterwards, center John Hart 
linked with fly half Stuart 
Cunningham to provide 
McGill's only try of the af- 
ternoon, putting the team 
ahead 9-0 at half time. 

The Harvard side surged back 
In the second half, with the 
visiting forwards dominating 
and controlled play, and McGill 
fell back into a defensive role 
hoping to protect their early 
lead.

the dressing room. Coach Karl
